WRIT TO. GET OUT 
OF GUARDHOUSE 


Who Refused to Take Oath 
and Ignored Orders. . 


Pvt. Edward J. Graf, former ho- 
tel bellhop who testified his fellow 
workers) sometimes called him 
“Adolf” and “Hitler,” but only in a 
“joking” way, was refused a writ 


of habeas corpus to free him from 
the guardhouse at Jefferson Bar- 
racks today after a hearing before 
United States District Judge John 
Caskie Collet. 

Graf, whose home is 3928 Flora 
place, was inducted into the Army 
March 26, although he refused, as 
a conscientious objector, to fake 
the oath. Contending that he was 
not a soldier, he disregarded orders 
and was placed in the guardhouse, 
where he now spends eight hours a 
day handling coal. | 
Officers from Jefferson Barracks 
testified that Graf and others in- 
ducted with him from the Fif- 
teenth Ward had passed _ their 
physical examinations and were 
about to. be sworn in when Graf 
stepped forward and asked if this 
was the. point at which one en- 
tered the Army. Told that it was, 
he said he could not, because of 
moral considerations, take the oath. 
He was at first charged with 
violation of the Selective Service 
Act and released on bond, but later 
officers discovered that the Ar- 
ticles of War had been amended 
in February to state that refusal, 
to take the oath did not alter the 
obligation of one inducted into the 
Army. ‘Graf was then rearrested

~ BOND BILL ORDERED 


Preparation of a bill authorizing 
submission of a four million dol- 
lar bond issue to the voters at the 
Aug. 4 primary election, for ex- 
pansion of the Lambert-St. Louis 
Field and establishment of a sec- 
ond airport, was ordered by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment today. 

Deputy Comptroller Charles L. 
Cunningham told reporters the de- 


tails of the bond issue proposal 
would be worked out by Charles & 
Trauernicht, bond consultants, who 
will be employed by the city. The 
enabling bill will be drafted by the 
City Counselor’s office and intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen a 
week from tomorrow. 

The board rejected a petition 
filed with tt by Walter R. Mayne, 
attorney, “demanding” that it spon- 
sor a bill in the Board of Alder- 
men to appropriate $12,000 for pay- 
ment to William R. Gentry and 
John L. Gilmore, attorneys, for 
their services as counsel for the 
Circuit Ceurt in the contempt cita- 
tion case against the Post-Dispatch.

Nazi Plane Losses. 


Forty-three German pianes were 
reported destroyed Tuesday, mak- 
ing a three-day toll of 145, and 
presumably most of these were 
from the Crimean squadrons. . 

Fierce aerial activity over the 
southern front was accomplished 
by an intensification of air combat 
in the northwest, where the Ger- 
mans may be renewing efforts to 
relieve their units at Staraya 
Russa. ; 

Tass, news agency, said 229 
Junkers-52 transports had been de- 
stroyed on the ground and 37 
German fighter planes downed in 
dogfights over several days in that 
region between Smolensk and Len- 
ingrad. 

The information bureau said 
Soviet Barents Sea fleet vessels 
had sunk an Axis transport of 
12,000 tons. 

Supplemental details of the So- 
viet mid-day communique reported 
other actions in central and north- 
ern sectors of the long front. 

Concentrated fire of light arms 
—rifles, automatic rifles and ma- 
chine guns—was authoritatively re- 
ported to have disposed of a tank- 
supported attack by a German in- 
fantry battalion on the Kalinin 
front. 

Opened up at short range, the 
information bureau said, these 
weapons repelled the battalion and 
opened the way for a counterat- 
tack. Up to 400 Germans were 
killed or wounded, several tanks 
were stnashed and prisoners were 
taken, the bureau reported. 

Northwestern front units were 
said to have killed 350 Germans 
in two days of fighting—one tank 
crew accounting for 50. 

A guerrilla detachment was said 
to have been “waging stubborn 


against the Germans in the Smo- 
lensk west of Moscow in 
which they killed 500 officers and 
men. 


RED COUNTERDRIVE

BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts),.May 14 (AP). — The Rus-

HULBURD'S SPENDING 


Hitchcock Says Costly Social 
Life of Aid Aroused 
No Suspicion. 


The costly social life of E. Earl 
Hulburd did not arouse the sus- 
picion of George C. Hitchcock, 
trustee of estates for which Hul- 
burd was secretary, Hitchcock tes· 
tified today under cross-examina- 
tion in trial of his suit ageinst the 
First National Bank. 

Hitchcock seeks to recover $27,- 
300 on the ground the bank ac- 
cepted unauthorized requests. for 
withdrawals from the George Col- 
lier and Mary Collier Hitchcock es- 
tates. The trial is before a jury 
in Circuit Judge Francis E. Wil- 
liams’ court. 

R. H. McRoberts, counsel for 
the bank, brought out that Hul- 
burd, who received $4100 a year, 
was a member of the Bellerive 
Country Club and the Missouri 
Athletic Club, owned two automo- 
biles, sent his daughters to ex- 
pensive schools and provided ex- 
tensive trips for his family. Most 
of these activities were known to 
Hitchcock, but he insisted that 
they did not cause him to wonder 
where Hulburd obtained the money. 
He was asked if he knew one of 
Hulburd’s daughters attended an 
expensive finishing school in New 
York. “I found out when I ex- 
amined the checks,” said Hitch- 
cock. “It was expensive to me.” 

A statement of a bank teller, 
William F. Tennant, that he cashed 
checks for Hulburd without look- 
ing at the signature, was intro- 
duced yesterday. Tennant, in a 
deposition, said that Hulburd was 
introduced to him by another teller, 
who said, “He’s all right.” 

Hitchcock previously had fre-

German Drive in Kerch Peninsula 
May Presage Attack on Sevastopol

If the Germans can retake the 
Kerch Peninsula and thus bring 
their armies n to theswestern 
shore of the erchenski Strait, 
they will then be in the position 
which they occupied briefly last 
fall, of holding a jumping-off place 
from which they can penetrate di- 
rectly into the North Caucasian 
area. But it is obvious from a 
glance at the map that no German 
army is likely to cross the Ker- 
chenski Strait unless it is actual- 
ly working in conjunction with an- 
other German Army pushing 
against or beyond Rostov on the 
north shore of the Sea of Azov, If 
the Germans are not in Rostov 
any invasion of the North Caucas- 
ian area from Kerch will find 
itself dangerously isolated. 


May Aim at Sevastopol. 

This is why in the _ strategic 
sense the attack on the Kerch Pen- 
insula must be considered a pre- 
paratory operation insofar as it 
relates to any contemplated Ger- 
man major offensive. It may be 
the opening move of such an of- 
fensive, the main effort of which 
must come farther north, or if may 
have a less ambitious purpose, at 
least for the immediate present. 
That purpose may relate to a Ger- 
man attack on the Russian naval 
base at Sevastopol. The Gefmans 
were last reported to have six di- 
visions engaged in the attack on 
Sevastopol, an attack which, dur- 
ing the winter, settled down to a 
siege and made very little prog- 
ress. 

If the Germans now are deter- 
mined to take Sevastopol as their 
first major objective, they would 
naturally wish to use more troops 
and also have the necessary ad- 
ditional communications and sup- 
ply arrangements in the Crimea 
freed fromthe threat of an attack 
by the Russians from the direction 
of Kerch.

"LL bet you boys can’t guess 
where I’m going,” said an 
'*Army officer just returned 
from Bataan. He had just stepped 
out frdm his first bath in four 
months and was rubbing his chest. 


Nobody guessed because destina- 
tion is one thing they do not even 
let you think about in the daily 
more stringent rules of the rear 
area of the war zone. 

“I’m going,” he said, “to church.” 
The officer’s announcement 
caused less astonishment than it 
would have two months ago when 
the first evacuees from Bataan be- 
gan to arrive, Since that time it 
has begun to be noticed that out- 
coming officers have brought with 
them something less tangible than 
their notebdoks of military intelli- 
gence but none the less definite. It 
is a marked increase in interest in 
religion. 

It is noteworthy that, in a world 
dominated by production indexes 
and geographical strategy, men 
who have undergone the experi- 
ence of battle have found them- 
selves increasingly turning to God 
for consolation. It is interesting 
to see, here in Australia, this in- 
creased devotion meeting the tides 
of incoming troops who cannot but 
partake of the spirit derived from 
the Americans’ ordeal in the Phil- 
ippines and Java. 

The officer described above, 
when he returned from church, 
was asked whether he felt it had 
done him good. “I hope so. It was 
the first time I had visited a regu- 
lar church in 20 years,” he said. 

Describing conditions on Bataan, 
he said that the feeling that only 
God could help the besieged began 
when Hospital No. 1 was severely 
bombed. The Japanese apologized 
for the outrage and the Americans 
considered themselves secure there- 
after.

FSA moved into Southeast Missouri with 
the approval of almost everybody, be- 
cause the. need of it was apparent to 
all. But neither rich nor poor in South- 
east Missouri will continue to support a 
program so stupidly administered that 
its fine purposes have no hope of ac- 
complishment. 

The stupidity lies in the Indianapolis 
regional office, and the national office 
at Washington. Not that the adminis- 
trators are men of ill will. They are 
men of very good will. Their trouble 
seems to be that they look upon their 
“clients” as of a different and lower 
order of humanity from themselves. 
They set out to change and uplift peo- 
ple who are self-respecting as any- 
body, and who often have arrived by 
the hard way to a sort of wisdom that 
some bureaucratic uplifters seem to 
lack entirely.

‘GOV. LEHMAN MAKES A DECISION. 

There is every reason to believe that Gov. Herbert 
H. Lehman of New York means it when he says he 
will not be a candidate for re-election this year. . As 
the Springfield (Mass.) Republican puts it, the 
Governor caps his announcement with “the Gen. 
Sherman touch of finality” by saying deliberately: 
“If nominated, I will not accept the nomination.” 

Gov. Lehman. occupies a place of distinction 
among American state executives, When his present 
term expires, he will have been Governor of the 
most populous State for 10 years. That is a longer 
span than Alfred E. Smith, who came to be thought 
of as almost a perpetual Governor of New’ York 
until his race for the presidency in 1928. - Indeed, it |: 
is a longer span than any other New York Governor 
with one single exception, George Clinton, who 
served in the 1780s and '90s. 

Since he served two two-year terms as Lieutenant- 
Governor under the governorship of Franklin D, 
Roosevelt, Mr. Lehman ig actually completing his 
fourteenth year at Albany—a stretch of public serv- 
ice which entitles him to rest, although he says he 
intends to make himself available to the war effort. 

Mr, Lehman is by occupation a banker and he 
has given his State, in so far as is possible in such 
times as these, a business man’s administration. But 
he has also been interested in social causes and it 
will always stand to his credit that he worked for 
and helped establish in New York low-cost mutual 
savings bank life insurance, such as Louis D. Bran- 
deis achieved in Massachusetts.

Britain’s Unfettered Press 


War has not destroyed freedom of British newspdpers, writer 
states; news is under voluntary censorship, but opinion is not;

Newspapers submit for censor- 
ship every report involving questions of 
security, 

“Guidance” on these points is sent to 
editors privately. Government departments 
hold frequent press conferences to guide 
newspapers on current events, giving back- 
ground information which will help them 
to understand the trend of events behind 
the statements which can be made public 
without releasing information of use to the 
enemy. 

But there is not the slightest attempt to 
censor opinion. Government departments 
Certainly endeavor to help that opinion to 
be well-informed. For example (the in- 
cident is fictitious but typical) newspapers 
might be tempted to cry, “Why are we not 
bringing manganese from Popocatapetl? 
What is the Government doing?” It would 
be unwise to state openly that shiploads of 
manganese are on the way from Popocata- 
petl, but privately editors will be told that 
they are.

DIAGNOSIS: The sterilizing of bottles and use of a regular 
feeding schedule is wise. But common sense must be employed 
in all things. Just to give such mothers a little wholesome 
perspective, let me remind them that most of us adults never 
got a drop of codliver oil as children. Nor did we guzzle spinach 
or strained vegetable foods. We didn’t have orange juice either, 
except possibly at Christmas time, and tomato juice wasn't 
thought of. Yet we are robust and healthy creatures. Neither 
I nor my brother and my two sisters, for example, cared much 
for milk as we were growing up. Except for a tablespoonful of 
evaporated milk which wé used to mix with powdered cocoa to 
make our hot drink for breakfast, we seldom used it. One 
quart per day was a big consumption of milk by our family 
of six. But our teeth are still sound and we have had neither 
rickets nor stunted growth. This modern high-pressure about 
vitamins and vegetables has some merit but it should be sea- 
soned heavily with many grains of sodium chloride,

‘ A PHYSICIAN MAY advise boiling six or eight separate 
bottles, six or eight rubber caps and six or eight nipples per 
day when he is dealing with his patients, but if he actually 
looks after his own babies, how do you think he handles the 
task? Well, he normally sterlizies one bottle and one nipple. 
Then he places the cap on the bottle and sticks it in the re- 
frigerator, placing a fresh, cone-shaped paper cup over the nip- 
ple to shield it somewhat from dust or finger contact. When it 
comes time to feed the baby, the nipple is carefully lifted off. 
The stipulated amount of evaporated milk is then squirted into 
the bottle, plus the proper amount of sugar, taken right out 
of the sugar bow! on the table. Then sterile water out of the 
teakettle is poured in till the proper point is reached. |

AFTER THE BABY has finished with this meal, the bottle 
is rinsed out thoroughly with sterile water from the teakettle, 
and the nipple is also cleansed by pouring the sterile water over 
it, straight from the teakettle spout. Then. the nipple is placed 
on the bottle and the paper cup is set atop it, after which it 
goes back into the refrigerator till the next feeding time. Each 
morning or evening the outfit can be boiled, but one boiling 
under the above circumstances will normally suffice for the 


day, if you have a refrigerator and keep flies away. This:is —

A OBR AN? 

“A” and “an” are called the “in- 
definite articles.” The rules for 
their use are: 

1. Use “a” before words begin- 
ning with a consonant sound; as: 
a man; a horse; a union (the word 
union begins with the sound of 
the consonant “y,” thus: YOON- 
yun); a book. 


2. Use “an” before words begin- 
ning with a vowel sound, as: an 
egg; an onion; an empire; an honor 
(the “h” of honor is silent; the 
word, therefore, begins with the 
sound of the short vowel “o”); an 
institution. 

Many readers have asked: Why 
is it that some writers disregard 
rule 1, thus: “an historic occasion; 
an hotel; an hospital?” 

Answer: “An” before historic, 
hotel, hospital, etc., is a British 
custom, the result of the tradi- 
tional British habit of dropping or 
slighting the initial “h,” which 
causes these words to begin with 
a vowel sound, thus: “an ‘istoric; 


an ‘otel; an ‘ospital.” 

Since the “h” of such words Is 
invariably sounded in the United 
States, there seems to be little 
sense in affecting the British forms 
“an historic,” etc. Would we say 
“an horse; an house; an harvest?” 
Hardly. 

Writers and speakers on this 
side of the Atlantic are advised 
to adhere strictly to the foregoing 
simple rules for the correct Ameri- 
can use of “a” and “an.” Our lan- 
guage is complicated enough as it 
is without adding to our woes by 
adopting the speech irregularities 
of another race. 

Better say: a — a hotel; a 
hospital.

Dummy’s 
ace won and declarer saw at a 
giance that he would have to con- 
serve the few entries that were in 
dummy: Despite East’s double of 
the four spade contract, it was by 
no means attractive to take a 
first round finesse against the 
@epade queen when holding 10 
trumps in the combined hands, 
Theoretically, it would be far bet- 
ter to lay down the king; then,/if 


West failed to follow, to re-enter 


dummy and finesse through East’s 
marked queen. In this-case, how- 
ever, no such safety factor could 
be used because, as declarer clear- 
ly saw, it would later be necessary 
to take two finesses in the dia- 
mond suit. It was immediately ob- 
vious that final success depended 
on a favorable position of the ‘out- 
standing diamond honors, but even 
if that situation existed, it would 
be necessary for declarer to plan 
his play in such a way as to take 
advantage of it. 

On this sound analysis, declarer, 
having won with the heart ace, led 
the spade jack through East and, 
when the latter naturally played 
low, let the jack ride., (It would 
have done East no good to cover 
the jack.) Now, when West showed 
out, the trump suit was ._tempo- 
rarily abandoned and a diamond 
was led from dummy. East played 
low and declarer played the nine 
spot, noting with pleasure that this 
lost; not to the dreaded 10, but 
to the king. West returned a heart 
and declarer ruffed. Then the ace 
and king of spades were led, fol- 
lowed by the jack of clubs. West 
won-and returned another heart. 
Declarer ruffed with the 10 spot 
and led a low spade to dummy’s 
nine. The club queen was cashed 
and declarer discarded a diamond. 
Now the second diamond finesse 
was tried. When the jack held it 
was all over. The ‘redoubled con- 
tract had been fulfilled.

And Dentists

(gUST as the present emergency 
Jie putting a tax upon the sup- 
ply of doctors and nurses, so is 
there naturally a tremendous de- 
mand for dentists and pharma- 
cists. 
Dr. Harry B. Pinney, secretary 
of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, has said: “Last year’s gradu- 
ating class from the nation’s 39 
dental schools was 1568 — the 
smaliest with three exceptions in 
45 years. Even to maintain the 
peacetime ratio of one 
dentist to every 1830 persons in 
the United States, we should have 
at least 700 more graduates. Of 
course, this is much less than the 
number which will be required 
when we include the Army de 
mands.”

cists. These courses are to be 
given at six General Army Hos- 


pitals and last for a period of 90 


days or 12 weeks. Previous civilian 
occupations are not very impor- 
tant factors in determining who 
shall be assigned to take the phar- 
macy technician course. Conse 
quently, Army men having all 
types of experience now are tak- 
ing these courses. 

The pharmacy course seems to 
me to be quite complete in spite of 
the short time required to take it. 
It consists of a course in phar- 
macy mathematics which reyiews 
the fundamentals of arithmetic, 
the metric and apothecary systems 
of weights and measures, a study 
of percentages and percentage so- 
lutions, calculation of dosage and 
so forth.

Another part 
of the course is given to general 
pharmacy with a study of the com- 
pounding of preparations and also 
a study of prescriptions. 

Another subject is materia med- 
ica, or the action of drugs and 
other preparations. 

Finally there is a course in 
pharmacy administration, which 
includes the filling and filing of 
prescriptions, conduct in the phar- 
macy and so forth.
